shore off Rogers Park. a 

David Conover, a nephew of R. A. Kettle, 
2410 Prairie avenue, narrowly escaped a sim- 
ilar fate and was rescued in an exhausted 
‘condition by C., H. Currier, another of the 
Pleasure-seekers, who were the guests of 
the owner of the yacht, H. George Lytton, 
son of Henry C. Lytton, 

Search for the body of Mr. Holmes was 
continued until a late hour last night with- 
Out success. The work of dragging the lake 
at the foot of Tuohy avenue will be resumed 
this morning. 

Just before the fatal accident Mr. Holmes 
and Mr. Conover had climbed into the yaw! 
Which the Neva was towing. The speed of 
the yacht caused the small boat to upset, 
throwing both men into the water. Mr. Con- 
over was saved by grasping the Sanwa of 
the yawl as it went over.

| Searching for the Body. 

“TI shall do everything possible to find the 
body," said Mr. Lytton, who remained with 
Mr. Currier at the Chidago Yacht clubhouse 
until late last night, “ The tug will go out 
in the morning, and shall try the use of 
dynamite if we are n 
ging. The body may not be found for a 
week if the wind shifts suddenly. It seems 
impossible to realize that this accident could 
have happened. I shall be at the point off 
Rogers Park until our sedrch is ended.“ 

Lieutenant John M. Collins of the Rogers 
Park Station detailed Policemen James Vail 
‘and Edward Strum to take a boat and do 
all in their power to assist in recovering the 
body of Mr. Holmes, Police Sergeant James 
E. Dorety went down to the beach, over a 
mile away, to see if anything else could be 
done. He secured the services of Arthur 
Fletcher, who has a reputation as a swim- 
mer, and sent him out in a boat. When the 
‘tug and life-savers started back to Chicago 
a detail of four policemen was sent out from 
the station to patrol the beach, in the pos- 
sibility of the body being washed up on the 
shore. 

“We got out these as quickly as possible,” 
said Captain Fountain of the life-saving sta- 
tion, but it would have been useless to have 
continued our search after 9 o'clock. Mr. 
‘Lytton secured relief at the earliest moment 
by calling for the tug Spencer.“ 

The Neva is the largest sloop yacht on the 
lakes. Mr. Lytton purchased it a year ago 
in Cleveland. Captain Henderson, the mas- 
ter of the Neva, waa in command of the 
yacht Hawthorne when it was run down 
and cut in two af 2 a steamer five years 
ago. 


Launch’s Nan in Danger. 

Captain Fountain and his life-saving crew 
were given another long trip early in the 
evening. At 7:30 o' clock a small gasoline 
launch, in which were three women and two 
men, was seen off Twenty-ninth street by 
residents on Lake Park avenue. The boat 
seemed to be in distress and was being but- 
feted by the waves. | 

A telephone message was sent to the Cot- 
tage Grove Avenue Police Station and Ser- 
geant McCann and a dozen policemen went 
to the lake shore. Word had been telephoned — 
the life-saving station and Captain Foun- 
tain called into service a tug to tow his crew 
to the scene. Before they arrived the occu- 
pants of the launch had repaired the dam-

Bertin, June 18.—Unless all signs fail, the 
agreement between the government of 
Suxony and the bank syndicate to emit an 
80,000,000 mark 3 per cent loan at 85 per cent, 
less 1% per cent commission, is the begin- 
ning of the financial toboggan slide. 

The present panicky feeling may possibly 
last only until the general revision of the 
market price of all state and communal 
papers is completed. This hopeful view is 
entertained by a few only, the crisis being 
regarded as a matter of time merely. 


Higher Discount Rate. 

The Reichbank Central committee will 
meet tomorrow to raise the discount rate 
% or possibly 1 per cent. The private dis- 
count rate is 4 per cent, or a quarter of 1 
per cent over th®@wfficial rate. 

The first impulse was to blame the gov- 
ernment for borrowing when the market 
was tight. The critics are convinced, how- 
ever, that the government -of Saxony be- 
lieves Better terms can be Made now than 
later. The Grand Duchy of Hesse has con- 
tributed to the depression by emitting a 4 
per cent loan at 101.9, though the old 4s 
were converted to 3½ only eighteen poonths 
ago. 

The state and communal demands 
money promise to be uncommonly large * 
the near future, which fact will not help 
the situation. The boerse is resigned to a 
long period of depression. Meantime in- 
dustrial securities are feverishly active. 


Mistakes on the Boerse. 

The Vossische Zeitung, which recently dis- 
coursed on American inflatiön, today finds 
work at home. It says the public is making 
the fateful mistake of capitalizing only those 
stocks which appéar favorable for dividends, 
insead of striking an average.

Aside from performing the duties of com- 

mitteeman Mr. Gordon conducted a cam- 
paign among government postal officials, 
with the result that extensive improvements 
in Chicago's mail service will be under way 
with a few weeks. Extra allowances 
amounting to $53,000 have' been granted, ad- 
mitting the enlistment of additional men in 
the local service, along with a salary in- 
crease affecting 243 clerks now employed. 
A revolution in the street railway service has 
been determined on. Deliveries and collec- 
tions in the business district will be in- 
creased in number. 

The authorities have consented to place 
the local street car service wholly in the 
hands of Mr. Gordon, the change to take 
effect July 1. To the eight cars now in use 
on the Wabash avenue; North Clark street, - 
West Madison street, and Milwaukee avenue 
lines others will be added. 


More Letter Boxes and Postmen. 


%To the 3,400 letter and package boxes 
now used in the city,”’ said the Postmaster, | 
„500 new boxes will be added. Collectors 
will leave their sacks of mail in package 
boxes placed at intervals along the street 
railway lines. The sacks then.can be gath- 
‘ered by the car clerks and conveyed to the 
Postoffice, distribution. of letters taking 
place en route.

This addition is due in part 
to the abolition of stamp agencies. A re- 
ceiving station for the benefit of South 
Water street merchants will be opened at 18 
La Salle street. 

Postmaster Gordon’s plan for creating a 
board of physicians for the Postoffice was 
presented to the Civil Service commission 
and is now being considered. The plan con- 
templates that four physicians—two Demo- 
crats and two Republicans—be named to act 
with the regular physician of the office..

MAY EXAMINE BUCKET” SHOPS. 


Evasion of War Tax Law in 
‘Mew York Raises the Question . 


The evaslon by and 
bucket-shops in New York of the war rev- 
enue tax may lead to an investigation here. 
Under the decision of Commissioner Wilson 
bucket- shops must pay a tax on their trans- 
actions as if they were actual purchases and 
sales of stocks. The decision has raised the 
point that the tax may be a recognition of the 
legality of bucket-shops. George F. Stone, 
Secretary of the Board of Trade, said yes- 
terday that he did not known of any evasions 
of the revenue law in Chicago. Inasmuch as 
there was no federal law against bucket- 
shops he did not think the government was 
‘inconsistent In taxing them.
